Editor of American Publishers’ Circular : 

Dear Sir,—Allow me to say a word or two on a system for selling 
books, other than by Trade Sales at auction. 

So much has been said and can be said against that system, that it 
may perhaps be well to consider, at all events, if any other can be fol- 
lowed. 

I would suggest : 

A central Dépét for the Publishers of New York (or of New York, 
Boston and Philadelphia—or of the Publishers of the United States gen- 
erally,) to be under the care of one house, as the Trade Sales are, for the 
purpose of employing a well organized body of competent men to visit 
at stated times each retail Bookseller in the country for the following 
objects : 

: To solicit orders for a general catalogue of the Publishers forming 
this Dépét, which catalogue shall offer Books at about the price they 
now sell at auction, or at a lower, or a higher price, as each Publisher 
may think fit for his own books. 

To carry samples. 

To collect accounts. 

To report on the means of business of the customers, on the prospects 
of business, and such similar duties. 

The orders thus obtained, to be transmitted to the Dépdét for collec- 
tion, and shipment, or to each Publisher, as he, or the customer may 

refer. 

Each Bookseller in the country to be visited at least twice in the 
year, and to receive a copy of the catalogue, with advice of the visit of 
the traveller, and a statement of the amount of the accounts to be col- 
lected, at least two weeks before the visit is made. 

The traveller need not carry much in bulk. Known books need not 
be taken. New books, Annuals, and Gift-books may be taken in speci- 
mens—a few pages of letter-press, and the illustrations bound up in the 
style that the book will be, with the thickness measured on the side, 
will answer every purpose. 

The Contributors to this Dépét to be in no way bound as to the con- 
duct of their business outside of it—that is to say—they may be at liber- 
ty at any time, to make special inducements for their books, to send out 
their own travellers, or to offer their books by their own separate cate 
alogues on special terms, at any season they may choose so todo. The 
object of this system being not to force either the seller to sell, or the 
buyer to buy, but to exhibit to the retail trade at large, and by such 
method that no member of the Trade may be missed, specimens of new 
books. To solicit and invite orders. To obtain, for its supporters, & 
more correct estimate of the business standing of their customers, and 
to facilitate the collection of their accounts, 

The expenses to be met by a cominission on the orders obtained, and 
on the accounts collected by the travellers. 

These suggestions are loosely made, but they will serve to give you

To the Editor of the American Publishers’ Circular : 

Str,—-The plan proposed by “ W.” in your paper of September 17, is 
not new, it having been tried in Boston, some years since, by the Pub- 
lishers of that city, under the lead, and superintendence of the late Har- 
rison Gray. It prov ed a failure, the contributors being few, the ex- 
penses large, and the attendance of purchasers extremely limited,

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It was generally stated, and is undoubtedly true, that purchasers could 
do as well, directly with the publishers, at their own stores, and if an 
agent is to be sent at all, why not send him at once to the Trade direct, 
taking their orders on the spot. 

Booksellers also will not be inclined to lower the prices of their books 
twice a year, as few will be bought at other seasons, and the fair also 
leading to greater, and more uncertain credits. 

Good selling books, sel! well, and very little under price, at the Trade 
Sales. The sale also cannot be so bad, when for ten per cent., the sale 
is cashed, credit avoided, and no interest charged. The purchaser also 
cannot have much reason to complain, obtaining credit, without inter- 
est, and in many, or most instances, their books at less prices. 

There is certainly no reason for Publishers to complain of the Book 
Trade Sales. They are in the hands of a Committee of the Trade, and 
can, whenever they see fit, change the auctioneers; they also fix the com- 
pensation made for conducting sales, and are not obliged to contribute to 
any of the Sales whatever. 

At this point allow us to suggest the two reforms most needed ; no 
duplicating, and all books contributed positively sold, and a weeding, or 
rather not admitting, such miserably poor stock, and in such small quan- 
tities, to the Sale at all, merely to the undue lengthening out of the time 
ofsale. It is beyond question, that the general bookselling interest has 
been promoted by the Book Trade Sales—books being about the only 
articles of Trade that will bear forcing; yet it is true, that a tempo- 
rary injury may, and does occur by these Sales, especially on some 
books; they being brought sooner to their true value by this means 
than any other, for the public, or auction sale, is the true test of the pub- 
lic demand at the time, and the Trade will buy only such books as they 
have found, or expect to find salable. 

It is certain also that the expenses of “soliciting invoices, personally 
and by circulars; superintending the printing and distribution of the cat- 
alogue ; providing a suitable room for holding the Fair; with desks, and 
other conveniences for showing samples, keeping record, etc.,” cannot be 
kept within 2¥ per cent.; in addition to which the responsibility of 
credits—many of them, if many sales are made, must be new ones— 
must be borne by the contributors. 

In your last previous issue, A Southern Bookseller, advises some re- 
forms, none of which we believe practicable. The first one is, to elect the 
auctioneers every three years, of course to change them, or the election 
amounts to nothing; this would always give inexperienced auctioneers, 
it requiring that time at least, to acquire a’ knowledge of the working 
business of the sale. 

Allow us to suggest a better one :— 

That the auctioneers be obliged to pay all the travelling expenses 
and board, while at the sale, of all purchasers ; this I am persuaded would 
still further increase the attendance.

THE ASIATIC LOTTERY. 


From “ Sparks from a Locomotive ; or, Life and Liberty in Europe.” 
At the dinner-table, on the first day out, Lady Bury remarked that, 

as there was an editor on board, we must start a newspaper, for the oc- 
cupation and amusement of the company. The proposition was loudly 
applauded, and Train, who is a living pun, suggested that it should be 
called “ The Asiatic Lottery,” in honor of the captain and his ship. Lord 
Bury moved that, at the conclusion of the voyage, the newspaper should 
be disposed of by raffle; and that the proceeds of the tickets should be 
given to the Society for the Relief of Ship-wrecked Sailors. All these 
suggestions were adopted with great enthusiasm; and the next morning, 
and for several successive days, the pens of the contributors were 
earnestly at work, The articles were handed every day to Lady Bury ; 
and published by being read after dinner. And here I may add that, 
notwithstanding there were five regular meals daily, when the tables 
were loaded with the most sumptuous and varied fare, yet every dinner 
was a delightful pastime, as well as a rich repast, occupying, at least, 
three hours. 
The contributions to our improvised journal swelled to some two 
hundred letter-sheet pages ; and many of them were of a high order of 
talent. It proved that not only was every man of our company a singer, 
an orator, and a wit, but a poet and a journalist as well. Lord Bury 
contributed a story, entitled the “Posthumous Papers of Dr. Blanco,” 
not surpassed by any similar production of Dickens. Train gave us vol- 
umes of statistics, and poetry by the yard; while a young man on board, 
by the name of Burns, a clerk in the New York house of Mortun, Grin- 
nell & Co., threw off gems in rhyme worthy of his great namesake. Mr. 
Smith, of Staffordshire; Mr. Coggill, of New York; Mr. Kennard, of 
London; and Mr. Carter, of the well-known firm of A. S. Henry & Co., 
also contributed liberally to the columns of the “ Lottery.” “ clever 
artist, Mr. Burton, sketched the portraits of the contributors; and these,

with the various articles, were made into a large volume, which was 
put up at £21—forty-two tickets, at 10s. each. Mrs. Malcolm Graham, 
of New York, won the prize; but very kindly placed the original copy 
in the hands of Lord Bary, who will furnish each subscriber, who desires 
it, with a copy, which is to be privately printed. The money raised 
was also placed in the hands of Lord Bury, to hand over to the above- 
mentioned charity. 

The following, as nearly asI can recollect, is the Leader, which I may 
quote without quotation marks : 


PLATFORM OF THE ASIATIO LOTTERY. 


It is customary for editors in issuing a new Journal to oceupy the 
leading column with a platforin of purposes and principles. We begin 
with the frank avowal that our object is simply ready money and future 
fame. We believe in money, it is power; and man’s chief end is to be- 
come a power on the earth. For effecting an immediate object, there is 
no influence so potent. As society is now organized money is better 
than blood, or beauty, or genius. It makes gentlemen of clowns ; nobs 
of snobs; presidents of peasants; and kings of clods. But when it 
comes to the question of fame, which the first Napoleon says is merely a 
great noise, the Press is the only trumpet worth blowing. It makes 
governors and chief magistrates in America; and if free in Europe, 
would unmake kings and emperors, and play shuttle-cock with diadems 
and coronets. The * London Times,” will outlive a thousand Ministers, 
if not the government of Great Britain. The Press not only makes and 
mars reputations, but it makes fortunes also, The “ immortal Bonner,” 
of the * New York Ledger,” who is yet on the sunny side of thirty, is 
publishing 500,000 sheets a week, at a clear profit of $150,000, a year ; 
the ‘* New York Times,” “ Tribune” and “ Herald,” are each piling up, 
at least $100,000 per annum; while the proprietor of the “ Illustrated 
Londen News,” who sends 30,000 copies a week of his mammoth edition 
to the United States, is realizing an annual income of $250,000. We, 
too, hope to make money by our enterprise, although we may not reach 
the magnificent sums of the above-named journals. The Press is the 
fulerum for which Archimedes sighed. Without its magic aid, no great 
enterprise can succeed, while under its combined influence “ there is no 
such word as fail.”

Mrs. Stowe, the Author of Uncle Tom's Cabin, is now in England, en- 
gaged upon her new tale, a portion of which has already appeared under 
the title of The Minister’s Wooing ; this title will be retained for the complete 
work, which may be expected about the Ist of October, and the serial pub- 
lication will be continued as heretofore from month to month until com- 
pleted. 

“Under Bow Bells,” is the somewhat happy title of a reprint of Tales 
and Sketches connected with City Life, announced as from Household Words, 
A more ominous title is that selected by Dr. Cumming for his new book, The 
Great Tribulation coming upon the Earth, announced by Mr. Bentley. 


Two Prizes, offered for the best Essays on the subject of “ The Decline in 
the Society of Friends,” have been awarded to Mr. J. S. Rowntree, of York, 
and Mr. Thomas Hancock, of Birmingham ; being deemed of equal value, the 
Second Prize was increased to the same amount as the first. 

The authorship of Adam Bede is stated to have been traced at last to Miss 
Marian Evans, of Coventry, a translator of Strauss’s Life of Christ, and a con- 
tributor to the Westminster Review. The Illustrated London News ** Towntalk- 
er” says: ‘ The mysterious fuss about this clever novel is said to be nothing 
more than a clever hoax upon Mudie aud the British public.” 

Messrs. Routledge and Co, announce for next week a new work by Stone- 
henge, The Shot Gun and Sporting Rifle; also their new illustrated book, an 
edition of Moore’s Lalla Rookh. 

Mr. Stevenson, of Edinburgh, has just published the First Volume of a 
new historical work by Mr. Mark Napier, Author of The Memoirs of Mont- 
rose, to which it forms a companion work, Memorials and Letters illustrative 
of the Life and Times of Claverhouse, Viscount Dundee, from 1643 to 1689, 
compiled from unpublished authentic documents, including the Queensberry 
Papers; the volume is embellished with ten fine portraits and facsimiles ; 
the Author states his principal object to have been “to redeem the history 
of Scotland from the vulgar calumny implied in the general recognition of 
that mythical lée noir ‘Bloody Claverhouse.’” 

The noble gift of Mr. William Chambers to his native town of Peebles, to 
be henceforward known as the Chambers’ Institution, was inaugurated last 
Monday, Dr. Guthrie preaching the inauguration sermon, 

Mr. D. O. Maddyn, the Author of Chiefs of Parties, died on Saturday 
week, in Dublin. We hear also, with great regret, of the decease, in his 37th 
year only, of Mr. Bayle St. John, well known as the Author of several works 
of merit, and the biographer of Montaigne, as well as a leading contributor 
to the daily press.

Rosert Carter & Brotnens issue several new publications.—* Life in 
Jesus: a Memoir of Mrs. Mary Winslow, arranged from her Correspondence, 
Diary, and Thoughts,” by her Son, Octavius Winslow, D. D., author of 
““Midnight Harmonies,” ete. “ Rills from the Fountain of Life; or, Sermons 
to Children,” by Rev. Richard Newton, D. D., published at the request of 
the teachers of the Sunday-Schools of St. Paul’s Church, Philadelphia, of 
which the author is Rector; and “Ellie Randolph, or the Good Part, by 
Kitty Neely.” 

Rupp & Carceton publish “The Life, Travels, and Books of Alexander 
Von Humboldt,” with an Introduction, by Bayard Taylor, who says: “A 
Biography of Alexander Von Humboldt, which shall contain a full and con- 
scientious account of his life and labors, written in a style sufficiently clear 
and untechnical to meet the popular tastes, has long been a necessity in our 
literature. Those biographies which are already in existence do not possess 
this character: they are rather chronicles of his achievements in the various 
departments of natural science, than stories of a life almost unexampled for 
its wealth of experience, its labors, and successes. The ‘ Lives of the Brothers 
Humboldt, by Klencke, which has been translated into English, is very f 
mentary in this respect ; it passes over unnoticed, many episodes in the life 
of Alexander Von Humboldt, which are of great interest to the general 
reader. In fact, it has only been in the closing years of his life, that the ex- 
cellences of his character, as a man, apart from his distinction as a savant, 
have received full and general anknowledgment. No task could have been 
pleasanter to me than that of attempting to bring home to the familiar ac- 
enone of the great reading public of the United States, the history of 
the great man, with whose friendship I was honored; and, as the literary 
labors I had already on hand prevented me from undertaking such a work, 
it is all the more gratifying to me to know that it has been faithfully and 
conscientiously done by one every way capable of the performance. Having 
examined the biography which follows, I can testify to its exactness and com- 
pleteness, and therefore—though the subject of the book is its own sufficient re- 
commendation—cordially accede to the request of the author, that I should 
add a few words of introduction, embodying my own impressions of Humboldt’s 
character.” Also ‘‘The Book of the First American Chess Congress; con- 
taining the Proceedings of that celebrated Assemblage, held in New York, in 
the Year 1857, with the Papers read in its Sessions, the Games played in the 
Grand Tournament; and the Stratagems entered in the Problem Tourna- 
ment; together with Sketches of the History of Chess in the Old and New 
Worlds,” by Daniel Willard Fiske, M. A.
